URING the nights of May 3 and 
4, 1862, the Confederate forti 
flcations at Yorktown were 
quietly evacuated by the gar­ 
rison troops and speedily occupied by 
Federal soldiers. 
The garrison nar­ 
rowly escaped facing a heavy bom­ 
bardment. 
Powerful batteries mount 
lug l(Jb and even 200 pounder rifled 
cannon, and thirteen inch mortars were 
established, and it was intended to 
open them all simultaneoAisly upon the 
enemy ’s works. Although the Fédérais 
got possession without lighting, their 
entram-e to the abandoned forts was 
attended with stirring personal adven­ 
tures.1 Such infernal devices as subter- 
ra mines or shells were flrst used and 
encountered by warring troops at York 
town. 
Describing the first steps of the ad­ 
vance of the front line Into the town, 


the practice of putting out torpedoes 
and shells on the retreat 
Rains de­ 
fended his conduct in the Yorktown 
affair and appealed to the war depart­ 
ment over the head of Longstreet. The 
commander of the southern army , Gen­ 
eral Joseph E. Johnston, then took the 
matter up, using McClellan’s dispatch 
and the facts reported at the time of 
the advance. 
The case was taken to 
the Confederate secretary of war. 


To rpedo es Declared Legitimate. 
frlK’nslln's dispatch was printed in 
the New York papers of May 0, 18<» 2, 
two day s after the evaluation of York­ 
town :

“It is admissible to plant shells in a 
parapet to repel an assault or in a road 
to check pursuit, because the object Is 
to save the work in one case and the 
army in the other. 
“It is not admissible to plant shells 
merely to destroy life and without oth 
er design than that of depriving y our 
enemy of a few men without material­ 
ly injuring him. 
“It is admissible to plant torpedoes 
in a river or harbor, because they drive 
off blockading or attacking fleets.” 


Co nfederates Ex pected a Rush. 
“The truth is that the torpedoes at 
Yorktown were planted by the Confed­ 
erates a uight or two before they left 
the works,” continued General Porter 
in a review of the incident, "and they 
were put there with the evident inten 
tion of checking a rush by my soldiers 
This is shown by the fact that some of 
my soldiers had advanced a day or two 
before the evacuation nearer to York­ 
town than tlie ground where the tor 
pedoes were encountered on the 4th. 
and they found 
none. 
“The Confederates had every reason 
to expect a rush hv us, for a day or 
two lie fore the evacuation notice was 
sent to me that there was couside 
movement going on within the York­ 
town lines, and 1 ascended in Professor 
Lowe's balloon for a blrdsey e view of 
their works. 
Some troops were then 
marching out of Yorktown, but they 
soon turned and marched back, evi 
dently to give me the impression that 
the garrison was being re-enforced. 
Their artillery men set up a sudden ac 
tivity in firing, and the shells struck 
among the men holding the ropes of 
my balloon. At one time I thought the 
ropes would be cut or the men holding 
them knocked over and that 1 would la* 
carried into the enemy ’s lines, 
llow 
ever. I descended safely , reported what 
I had seen and made preparations foi 
pursuit, which was begun before day 
light the morning of the 4th.” 
It should be noted that the army bal 
loon was in constant use throughout 
the siege of Yorktown. General Porter 
ascended often, as did his engineer otfi 
cers. 
Bombarding it 
was a 
daily 
amusement for the Confederates 
Once when Porter and Lowe were up 
a Confederate shell passed through the 
cordage supporting the car and struck 
the ground near where General Mc­ 
Clellan was standing. 
Another shell, a 
sixty -four pounder. lauded in a tent 
where two soldiers were lying, but f<>r 
tunntelv did not explode. One day the 
aged General Heintzelman ascended 
a thousand feet. That height and less

General Fitz-John Porter, commander 
at the Federal trenches, said; 
“About 3 :3 0 on the morning of the 
4th, upon explosions and fires in the 
enemy 's works being reported to me.

Quade of the Fourteenth New York, to 
push forward a force into the works. 


Tread o n Hidden To rpedo es. 
The commands designated to enter 
the town pushed forward rapidly . The 
one on the left was fired upon. Those 
on the right experienced some losses 
from shells planted in the ground, 
which exploded when trod upon. Many 
of these shells were concealed in the 
streets and houses of the town and nr 
ranged to explode by treading on the 
caps or pulling a wire attached to the 
doors. 
“Some injuries were inflicted and 
several lives were lost before our men 
learned to detect tbe hidden danger and 
avoid it. 
One of my military telegra­ 
phers, a y oung Ohioan named Lathrop, 
entered the town with the skirmishers 
and hurried to the telegraph office to 
test the circuit. 
The wires had been 
cut and left dangling from a pole. 
Lathrop sprang to the foot of the pole, 
intending to climb and make a splice, 
but landed upon a buried torpedo aud 
was so badly injured by the explosion 
which followed that he died in a few 
hours. 
The incidents connected with 
our advance Were duly communicated 
to General McClellan, aud in a dis­ 
patch to Secretary Stanton, sent the 
evening after our occupation of the 
stronghold, the general referred to the 
subterra shells, denouncing the prac­ 
tice severely . 
His dispatch quickly 
reached the headquarters of the Con­ 
federate army through the medium of 
the New Y'ork press, and an animated 
correspondence resulted.”

Battle at Williamsburg. 


Pursuit of the retreating Confeder­ 
ates was quick and rapid. 
General 
Stoneman’s cavalry galloped through 
the abandoned works and on toward 
Richmond. 
Six miies from Yorktown 
they were skirmishing with General 
Stuart’s Virginia trooper* at noonday . 
These they drove back to a line of re­ 
doubts which halted them at, 4 p. in. 


Hero at Williamsburg the Confederates 
had 
a second line of fortifications 
stretching across the peninsula. 
In 
the center stood Fort Magruder at the 
junction of the roads from Yorktown 
Two brigades of General Magruder’s 
division were in the works. 
Stuart 
sent word forward to General Long­ 
street. who had passed through the 
town, that the Federal» were crowding 
things. Longstreet marched back with 
his own and General I). II. Hill’s di­ 
vision. Stone man also sent word back 
to the infantry summoning General E. 
V. Sumner with General W. F. Smith's 
division. He arrived just at dark. 
Early on the morning of the 5th Gen­ 
eral Joe Hooker's Federal division ar­ 
rived and with great impetuosity at­ 
tacked Fort Magruder. 
Longstreet, with his own division 
and that of 1>. II. Hill, defended this 
point from early morning until noon. 
Inflicting a heavy loss upon Hooker’s 
column. 
Hooker called for help, but 
none could be sent him because Sum­ 
ner. the chief in command, had begun 
a new line of attack which would turn 
the Confederate left, if it succeeded. 
On ihis flank the old Confederate re­ 
doubts were unoccupied. 
Sumner or 
derod the brigade of General W. S. 
Hancock to occupy two of these. Han 
cock did so and attempted to advance 
still farther, but was checked by troops 
sent over from General Longstreet’s 
column. 
String the danger impending on this 
flank if Hancock remained on the ridge 
he had seized. General I>. 
II. Hill 
brought forward four regiments and 
attempted to break through Hancock’s 
line. 
Slowly retiring his front line. 
Hancock drew his enemy into a trap 
and then opened a murderous fire of 
musketry which staggered the Con 
federates. Their leader fell, and Han 
! cook rushed his w hole brigade forward 
| on a charge. 
This was decisive, and 
the Confederates gave way. 
Meanwhile Ilooker had just held his 
own on the Federal left. 
Re-enforce 
ments had come to him from York 
town, but Fort Magruder still blocked 
his progress when night put an end to 
the combat. Next morning the Con 
federates were miles away from Wil 
liamsburg. having left 400 wounded be­ 
hind them in their hasty retreat. 
The 
Federal loss was over 2,000 and fell 
’hiefly upon Hooker’s column. 
The 
Confederates lost about 1.200.
